welcome. 
Premier Pierre Laval, back from 


his conference with President Hoo- 
ver, had a busy day. The "peasant 
premier," who got his official •wel- 
come here last Thursday, had a 
schedule which included a visit to 
the Empire State building to meet 
former Governor Smith, an. inspec- 
tion trip to the offices of the coun- 
cil of foreign 
relations, of which 


John TV". Davis is president; and a 
farewell dinner at the Waldorf-As- 
toria given by prominent 
French 


residents. His speech at the dinner 
will be broadcast as wilL a. message 
to American girls by his daughter 
Josee. 
. • 


Washington—CXP)—A new deal to 


lighten the world's enormous budget 
of war debts and; reparations became 
"the -next goal of international states- 
manship^ today as Premier Laval of 
Prance-sped homeward after his con- 
ferences with- President Hoover. 


A specific program of reduction, 


born of ''a' French-American agree- 
. nient 
for 
united ••effort 
toward 


world stability, was discussed by the 
two leaders and now -will be put to 
the test of practical application. 


The initiative is to be left to Ger- 


many, expected to ask soon for re- 
lief from her reparations. France Is 
expected to agree provided the war 
debts are readjusted, and the United 
States is ready to consider proposals 
for such a readjustment. 


Neither Mr. Hoover nor M. Laval 


was in a position to commit his gov- 
ernment definitely. Any curtailment 
' of war debts 
owed the 
United 


States must eventually have the ap- 
proval of congress, where, the op- 
position is already preparing to give 
battle. The French parliament might 
veto any cut in German reparations. 
Both president and premier, how- 
ever, rely apparently on the force of 
circumstances and the appeal of eco- 
nomic betterment to carry the point. 


Anns Cut Unlikely 


Only vague possibilities appeared 


today that the war-debt cut would 
be accompanied by that reduction of 
armaments so much desired by Pres- 
ident Hoover. From first to last 
Premier Laval 
stood 
firm 
that 


France must remain armed until she 
has a better guarantee of security. 
That the United States would give 
any such guarantee, however, was 
so far out of the question that the 
premier did not even suggest it. 


The more tangible Immediate re- 


sults of the negotiations embraced 
a pledge of mutual aid to preserve 
the French and American monetary 
system on the gold standard; to co- 
operate in the stabilization of Inter- 
national 
exchange; and to -work 


unitedly for the liberation, not only 
of frozen securities, but of what Mr. 
Hoover calls 
"frozen confidence."

ernment tonight issued a statement 
saying that in view of the league 
of nations council's failure to ob- 
tain a unanimous vote on the reso- 
lution calling 
for 
evacuation 
of 


Japanese troops 
from 'Manchuria 


by Nov. 16, the action 
was 
not 


binding in any way whatever. 


Issued after a special meeting of 


the cabinet, the statement set forth 
that the attitude taken by Japan at 
the time of the outbreak of trouble 
in Manchuria remained unaltered. 


It stressed Japan's 
five "funda- 


mental principles" which were laid 
down by the Tokio government last 
week aa the terms to which China 
would have to accede before- with- 
drawal of Japanese troops from the 
occupied area could begin. 


The statement was made with the 


intention of clarifying Japan's stand 
and explaining 
her 
position with 


reference to the league council's ac- 
tion. 


The government's statement main- 


tained that the Manchurian trouble 
was occasioned by a provocative at- 
tack by Chinese 
soldiers on 
the 


Japanese operated South Manchur- 
ian railway and tlfe ensuing clash 
with Japanese troops and question- 
ed the advisability of "hasty action" 
on the part of the league of nations 
in the face of possible eventual solu- 
tion by direct negotiation between 
China and Japan.

JUMPS OUT OF 
BLAZING PLANE 


Aviatrix Uninjured but Ship 


Is Reported Almost 


Total Wreck 


Louisville, Ky.—(XR>—Ruth. Nich- 


ols' monoplane caught fire today as 
she was warming up to take off for 
New York and she leaped from a 
window of the cockpit barely In time 
to escape the flames. 


The young aviatrlx half stumbled 


as she reached the ground but me- 
chanics grabbed her and hustled her 
away from the. liery plane before 
she was hurt. The plane was report- 
ed almost a total loss. 


She was taxiing her Lockheed-Ve- 


ga monoplane over the turf to warm 
It up when the accident 
occurred. 


Spectators saw a burst of flame as 
gasoline poured from a valve. 


There were shouts from mechanics 


of "cut it off, cut It off" but before 
Miss Nichols could cut off the engine 
she had to leap. The flames threat- 
ened to reach the main gas tank 
any moment, but despite that a 
group, of attendants rushed up with 
fire extinguishers. 


The disaster 
was cause! by a 


stream of gasoline 
that suddenly 


burst from beneath the plane. 
At- 


tendants at Bowman field said they 
believed a dump valve had been re- 
leased by- the vibration of the en- 
gine. 


"Miss Nichols, bespattered with'liq- 


uid from the fire extinguishers, said 
she was not frightened and declared 
she would be in the air again as soon 
as she could get another plane. 
' She "estimated the loss at $10,000, 
explaining the plane cost 
$25,000 


but that the 
chief Item, the motor, 


could be salvaged. 


Sets New Record

landed here yesterday from Oakland, 
Calif., after getting lost in the early 
morning," but 'still • making -what is 
believed to be a, new distance record 
forewomen, first noticed something 
•wrong- from the 
frantic 
signals -of 


mechanics.. It was doubtful II she 
heard their cries above the roar of 
the motor. 


Miss Nichols throttled down her 


machine before getting out but had 
no more than a moment in which to 
escape. The accident occurred just 
as she gave the motor "the gun" for 
the warming up after 
she had in- 


spected the refueling' and checking 
up on the 
monoplane 
and had 


studied weather reports for the New 
York flight. 


Miss Nichols was the second na- 


tionally known woman flier to suffer 
fire loss to her plane here within the 
past few weeks. 
The ship of Mrs. 


Florence Barnes, Pasadena, Calif., 
pilot, was badly damaged here sever- 
al weeks ago when the motor back- 
fired as mechanics 
attempted 
to 


start it. Mrs. Barnes was enroute to 
the west coast and had 
made an 


overnight stop here. 


Miss Nichols spent the night at 


the home of Lieut. Albert M. Moody 
and before going 
to the field, tele- 


phoned Clarence Chamberlain that 
she would meet him this afternoon 
at Floyd Bennett airport and have a. 
fudge pecan sundae with him. 


Asked before 
today's 
accident 


about her future plans and especial- 
ly as to a. trans-Atlantic flight, sr'-ie 
first said she did not like to talk in 
advance about plans she might not 
be able to carry out and added: 


"Possibly next summer. 
I feel 


sure that I can make it and have 
absolutely no fear. The biggest draw- 
back is the wear 
and tear on your 


nerves and body. While it requires 
considerable skill, endurance Is a. 
more Important qualification."

Philippine 'independence until cer- 
tain economic reforms are accom- 
plished was expressed to President 
Hoover today by Secretary Hurley, 
Just back from a study of condi- 
tions in the islands. 


The secretary of war

mit his awaited report to the presi- 
dent, however, merely giving an ac- 
count of progress. Preparation of 
the formal report will take several 
weeks. 


The economic results of granting 


independence now will have a. large 
part in the secretary's report. 
He 


is gathering facts through the de- 
partment of 
commerce 
regarding 


importations 
from, the Philippines 


of sugar, and vegetable oils 
with 


reference to their 
effect 
on 
the 


American domestic commodities. 


The contention of domestic pro- 


ducers has been that the islands 
were competing with domestic trade. 


Hurley is also Investigating facts 


regarding native Philippine emigra- 
tion to the United States and its ef- 
fects on employment. 


Davis to Resign 


Shortly after 
Secretary 
Hurley 


left tha White House, it developed 
that D wight F. Davis, governor gen- 
eral of the 
Philippines, 
probably 


would resign upon reaching Wash- 
ington soon on a leave of absence. 
Tho governor general is expected to 
reach the capital somo time after 
Dec. 
1. 
Mrs. Davis has been In ill 


health In Paris for some time and 
tho governor 'desires to 
Join 
her 


there. 


Theodore Roosevelt, governor of 


Porto Rico, has been mentioned as 
a possible successor to Davis*. 


"I have, of course, absorbed the 


situation as it exists in the Philip- 
pine Islands," Hurley said, "but I 
must now 
study aspects 
of 
the 


Phllippino problem that more 
di- 


rectly affect tho United Statea. 


"One 
of tho questions remaining 


to be studied is the effect of Philip- 
pine Immigration 
to 
the 
United 


States under any changed Hiatus. 
Another problem la 
tho 
economic 


situation as It 
would 
affect 
this 


country. 


"I have reached crrtaln conclus- 


ions 
concerning 
tho 
ciuestlon of 


Philippine Independence, but I nm 
not willing to make them public 
until 1 have all tho facts. 
I mimt 


stato tho fxact truth of tho situa- 
tion."- 


Hurley said ho had enjoyed his 


recent visit and was treated kindly 
In tho inlands. 
1-Ie said ho "got a 


llttlo criticism over questions I ask- 
ed," 
but that this had come from 


expected sources and not from those 
questioned. 


Virtually all tho public statement 


made to him, Hurley said, favored 
Independence. 
Ho addod, however,

aounced that the federal supreme 
court would review the case of 
•Harry M. Blackmer, the self-exiled oil 
-millionaire who precipitously left the 
country and journeyed to France al- 
most a decade ago when the evil doings 
vof the Fall-Sinclair-Doheny combina- 
-stion were brought to light. 


Investigation shows that the court 


meffely consented to review the appeal 
of Mr. Blackmer from the govern- 
ment's action in seizing $100,000 worth 
of his bonds because he would not an- 


' swer a subpoena served upon him 


abroad and return to this country to 


• testify, although he was offered suf- 
' ficient money to cover all his expenses. 


For a long time state and national 


lines have provided a bothersome prob- 
' lem in the everlasting struggle against 
criminals of all hues, now as never be- 
fore fortified with golden lined pockets, 


,s and -alert to all avenues through ^which 
£ the law may be thwarted or outwitted. 


- 
The authority of a state stops abrupt- 


>•* -ly at its boundary. It cannot reach its 
i'arm out beyond that line in order to 


force the attendance of witnesses at 
criminal trials. 


A defendant coming up for trial at 


Appleton who can induce a pivotal wit- 
ness to take a vacation at Menominee 


•, when the trial is'due to take place ef- 
' fectively checkmates the state. 


And the witness who leaves the 


country is able to prevent the prose- 
cution in a federal case from proving 
the crime. 


This helpless condition has contin- 


ued for generations during which the 
various state and national govern- 
ments had to admit themselves power- 
less. It seemed to be a situation that 
simply could not be helped. 


But when Blackmer and O'Neill 


(and 
O'Neill has since died abroad) 


sailed to France rather than be .called 
as witnesses, Senator Walsh of Mon- 
tana, a man of talent and 
capacity, 


went to work. 


He devised- a law providing for the 


service of subpoena abroad by Ameri- 
ca^n consuls and although this does not 
physically force attendance, the Amer- 
ican court is given authority to fine the 
witness for contempt of court up to 
$100,000 and levy upon his property in 
payment of the fine if he fails to an- 
swer the subpoena. 


This may seem like mere retaliation 


without results except against the wit- 
ness. 


In all probability, however, this law 


will become a practical measure for the 
witness must either come back or make 
an expatriate of himself and see, mean- 
while, his property whittled away in 
this country and himself despoiled of it. 


The effective operation of this law 


is based upon a sound knowledge of 
human nature. The first few months 
of the trip to France may be glorious, 
but home is home and hard-fibered in- 
deed is the man who doesn't yearn for 
it with a desire that will even risk 
punishment and exposure in order to 
obtain it.

since September 20. 


The organization of the National 


Credit Corporation to extend addition- 
al credit to banks holding good but un- 
marketable securities offered an oppor- 
tunity for unfriendly European finan- 
cial circles to raise the cry of inflation 
in dollar credits. 


To answer these critics an unofficial 


ambassador from the United States 
suddenly appeared before the Bank of 
International Settlements in Geneva 
and made a notable exposition of Unit- 
ed States' finances before the gover- 
nors of the ten central banks of Europe. 


This man was the tail, youthful Ran- 


dolph Burgess, vice-governor of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York. 


From all reports it is apparent that 


he succeeded in convincing his hearers 
that any attempt to beat down the val- 
ue of the dollar could only result in 
disaster to the beaters. 


The recent "flight from the dollar" 


occurred principally in Poland and 
France. That the tide has again turned 
as the result of Mr. Burgess' state- 
ments is evidenced by the sound and 
pressing demand lor dollars in the 
streets of Warsaw and the repurchase 
by France within the past few days of 
bankers' acceptances to the amount of 
forty million dollars. 


With four and a half billions of gold 


still in the vaults of United States 
banks, any foreigner hoping for prof- 
its from 3. possible depreciation in the 
value of the American dollar, is surely 
monkeying with a buzz saw.

But in tha past five 
years I have received too many in- 
quiries about the lost health and 
weight of young women who have 
reduced too well if not wisely. When- 
ever I touch dn the subject of tuber- 
culosis or its treatment I receive sev- 
eral letters from readers who are 
patients in a hospital and who want 
to tell the history of their own mis- 
steps and of the carelessness, inef- 
ficiency or neglect shown by the doc- 
tor or doctors they first consulted. 


In a tabulation of the historits of 


3,300 tuberculosis cases Ehrenrelch 
found that in a majority of cases the 
patients did. not consult a doctor un- 
til they had been in poor health from 
three .months to a year! In that pe- 
riod most of them were content to ex- 
periment with 
something 
recom- 


mended by a kind druggist or some- 
thing suggested in an advertisement. 
Now even if all these patients had 
gone promptly to their regular physl. 
cians for examination anl advice In 
the first three to twelve months 
of Impaired health, it is entirely like- 
ly that a good many of them would 
have come away from the inter- 
view with the doctor a few dollars 
poorer but not much wiser, for when, 
all Is said and done the diagnosis 
of pulmonary tuberculosis In the In- 
cipient stage demands a good deal 
of courass on the part of the physi- 
cian, as well as skill. The diagnosis 
is a matter of the doctor's opinion, 
not a question of fact. Before the 
doctor can risk it he must have some 
assurance that the patient puts con- 
fidence In him; he must weigh the 
patient's mentality and decide whe- 
ther the patient is Intelligent enough 
to accept the opinion. A great many 
patient in that stage of the disease 
lack the confidence In the physi- 
cian and the Intelligence to accept 
the doctor's opinion after they have 
asked for it and paid for It. If he 
says the troubla Is tuberculosis in 
his judgment, the patient is quite 
likely to listen to various friends, 


yet the health authorities teach that 
children should wash their hands....

BY PRESIDENT 


But Attitude Is Believed Not 


Materially Divergent 


from Hoover's

Washington —Neither the White 


House nor the department of state 
inspired or suggested the remarks 
of Senator Borah In his Interview 
with the French correspondents late 
Friday afternoon. 


The chairman of the foreign rela- 


tions committee made this plain 
when he was told that several of 
the French correspondents had said 
the interview was pre-arranged by 
the state department and with the 
knowledge o£ President Hoover. 


"There was no suggestion!" said 


the Idaho senator, "from the White 
House or the state department. The 
Interview was arranged at the re- 
quest of the French correspondents 
themselves and I made it clear I 
waa expressing my personal vipwa 
only. 
I received no inspiration 


whatsoever or suggestion from the 
president or anybody else." 


During the course of his interview- 


Mr. Borah had told the French cor- 
respondents that he believed an all- 
around cancellation 
of war debts 


and reparations was possible under 
certain conditions and that he be- 
lieved there could be no disarma- 
ment until the injustices wrought 
by the Versailles treaty on bound- 
aries had been corrected. For, he 
said, the treaty would have to be 
revised by 
peaceful means or by 


war and that obviously there could 
ba no security until the uncertatlnty 
was removed. 


Touches Sensitive Spot 


To the extent that Mr. Borah fav- 


ored cancelling debts with the ex- 
ception of the so-called uncondition- 
al payments due France, he pleased 
the French newspapermen Immense- 
ly. When he criticized the Versail- 
les treaty he, of course, touched a 
sensitive spot, for the French think 
any 
discussion or revising the 


treaty encourages the Germans and 
stirs up an agitation that had best 
subside for a while. In fact it has 
been suggested that a political truce 
for ten years would be advisable 
while the status quo is maintained. 


Mr, Borah has had several con- 


ferences in recent weeks with 
the 


president 
and 
the 
secretary of 


state. While naturally they would 
not essay to tell the Idaho senator 
what he could or could not say 
publicly, for after all he speaks as 
chairman of the foreign relations 
committee of the senate, It Is true 
that Mr. Borah would not choose a 
moment as critical as the present to 
express any view that was material- 
ly divergent from that of the presi- 
dent. 


As a matter of fact the Borah In- 


terview emphasizes what hns been 
known for some time, namely, that 
tho Hoover-Laval conference could 
not touch on the politcial questions 
of Europe specifically and that all 
that might be done would be a gen- 
eral declaration to assure peace by 
strengthening the Interpretations of 
the Kellor r-Briand treaty.

He 
favors it. 
The program purposes absorption 


of the vast bulk of real estate secur- 
ity and loans on bonds and 
stocks 


which are "freezing" 
America's 


banks. Under it, the two billion dol- 
lars or more which might be neces- 
sary for the federal land banks redis- 
count these 
securities 
would be 


raised by the government through a 
bond issue. 


Whether this government 
finan- 


cing venture would be made a per- 
manent or an emergency affair was 
left to congressional deliberation. 


But both Senators Glass and Bulk- 


ley emphasized that the 
program 


contemplated no "tampering-" with 
the federal reserve system to meet 
the present emergency.

was suggested in the program of

Hoover calling 
for a 


broadened base for paper which is 
eligible for rediscount by the federal 
reserve banks. 


Announcement by Senator 
Glass 
that he would call his senate bank- 
ing sub-committee together about 
Nov. 20 foreshadowed early consid- 
eration by congress of the emergen- 
cy banking relief proposals already 
before the country.

Senator Bulkley is the other Dem- 


ocratic member of this sub commit- 
tee. Both he and Glass as members

their voices will

whom a little brief authority 
has 


been delegated, hold his fate in their 
hands. All he can do is storm and 
rave and promise himself to get 
even by and by. 


Such struggles leave scars. They 


set trends of though that become 
habits of conduct. The once happy 
child becomes sullen, rebellious, im- 
pudent, mischievous and a thorn in 
the flesh. He Is Ingenious about find- 
ing ways to annoy. He is cunning in 
his plans for revenge. All this be- 
cause a well meaning adult took the 
wrong way with a helpless child. 


When you face a child in a new 


situation, tread softly. Watcli and 
listen to the signs he makes. 
Let 


him-give you the^lead. Go with him 
a little way so that he will go with 
you a long way. Win his confidence 
before you venture to make any 
change In his'way of doing. 


Children who find themselves In 


strange schools, or in strange homes,, 
are at a great disadvantage. 
They 


have lost their hold on things. They 
are afraid and very lonely-. 
Give 


them a chance. Let the first days be 
easy, the task light. 
Put all the 


friendliness possible into you tone 
and action. -Teach the child that he 
can depend upon you. 
Then go 


ahead. 
It is a great mistake to challenge 


a child's loyalties. His own family, 
his own school, his own country, his 
own religion, these are as much a 
part of him as his teeth and hair. 
For anyone to belittie-'them and give 
pain to a heart already wounded, is 
to be cruel Indeed. Make much of 
the child's loyalties and you are his 
friend for life. He follows his friends. 
Who does not?

Wrinkles and lines on your face 


and throat can b« avoided, but you 
must start to get rid of them before 
they have become firmly etched In- 
to your skin. 


Temporary 
lines 
will 
appear 


around the eyes due to lack of the 
proper amount of sleep, and due to 
eye strain. Even children have them 
occasionally. Repetition of this con- 
dition will deepen 
the lines 
and 


make them permanent. 


A few minutes' attention each day 


will soften them and make 
them 


fainter, but do not imagine you can 
completely eradicate them except by 
surgery. Use 
a rich 
nourishing 


cream around your eyes every night 
and it will not 
only soften the 


wrinkles which are already there, 
but will tend to prevent new ones. 
With your forefinger gently lift the 
upper lid and eyebrow about twenty 
minutes each day. It stimulates the 
circulation and keeps the upper lids 
from becoming baggy. There are as- 
tringents for puffs under the eyes. 


Puffs and circles are often caused 


from kidney trouble, eye strain and 
excessive smoking-. 
Remedy your 


physical condition and then, if the 
puffs and circles still insist on their 
presence, try manipulating your up- 
per lids with the forefingers daily 
and using little cotton pads soaked 
in an astringent around your eyes 
nightly. 
If your mouth has begun to droop 


and make lines around the corners, 
take some mouth exercises. Rapidly 
repeat 
all the vowels (a c, i, o, u) 


aloud, beginning slowly 
and then 


saying them as rapidly as you pos- 
sibly can. Then say "Oh—ah," bring- 
ing the corners of your mouth to- 
gether on the "oh" and opening and 
stretching your mouth as far as pos- 
sible on the "ah." 


Now give your face a gentle mas- 
sage. Rub 
a 
nourishing 
cream 


around your mouth and cheeks and 
then, with 
upward 
and outward 


strokes, lift your skin from tha cor- 
ners of your mouth up to your tem- 
ples. Don't set your mouth In a firm 
line and go to sleep worried. Think 
of something pleasant 
and go to 


sleep with a smile playing around 
your lips. 


The downward lines from the nose 


to the corners of your mouth can be 
softened by massage. If you have 
wrinkles in your neck, use a, nour- 
ishing cream and massage them up-

Status in Missouri

ture failed after a Republican gov- 
ernor's veto to order the promulga- 
tion of Its method of slicing three 
members from the state's congres- 
sional delegation. 


The state faces the prospect of 


electing all 13 representatives at 
large. 


Should the same rule apply to the 


selection of convention delegates, 
party leaders expect 
Missouri to 


bring new influences to the nomin- 
ating assemblies, giving metropoll- 
ton areas unusual strength and per- 
haps revising the state' prohibition 
vote. 


An ultimate ruling of uncontilu- 


tionality against Minnesota's reso- 
lution would force her nine represen- 
tatives to campaign river the entire 
state, but In the case of New York, 
it is expected only the two additions 
would be elected at large. 


Lack of state action so far appar- 


ently means that the one additional 
representative each, assigned Flori- 
da, Connecticut and Oklahoma, and 
the two assigned Ohio will run at 
large.

Comiskey was the first ball player 


to arise from the ranks to the full 
ownership of a major league club, 
including both players an-1 grounds. 


Having built up his Chicago team 


from the beginning of the American 
eague, into a club known the world 
over, Comiskey caused a sensation in 
L920 by suspending seven of his star 
players when he discovered the 1919 
world series had been "thrown" to 
:he Cincinnati club. 
Lost $1,000,000 


,Comiskey lost $1,000,000 on the 


players' contracts when, after a con- 
erence with Kenesav/ M. Landis, 
3aseball commissioner, and other 
baseball higher-ups, the players were 
ruled ineligible. 
In rebut'dlng his team after the 


'Black Sox" affair, Comiskey start- 
led the baseball world in 1922 by giv- 
ing 3100,000, the highest amount 
paid up to that time for a minor 
eague player, for Willie Kamm, San 
Francisco third baseman. 


Born in Chicago, of Irish par- 


ents, Comiskey In his life story de- 
sicted the story of baseball. In fact, 
Ills story is the story of baseball. He 
grew u;j with the game and be- 
came one of the wealthiest and the 
most famous figures in diamond his- 
tory. 


Comiskey's father went into poli- 


tics and became an alderman. He 
wanted his son to learn plumbing 
and appi enticed him in that trade. 


Played in Milwaukee 


Young Comiskey disliked twilling 


wrenches, and took a job at $55 a 
month, to twirl baseballs for 
the 


Alerts, a snappy Milwaukee basebal' 
team backed by Thomas G. Shaugh- 
iiessey, who later became a British 
peer. 


When Ted Sullivan who managed 


the Alerts, went to Dubeque, la., to 
take over the management of a club 
there, he took Comiskey along to 
pitch. Comiskey's contract there paid 
him $50 a month, and a 20-per cent 
commission for selling apples, candy, 
and newspapers on a train in his 
spare time. 


It was while he was a news butch- 


er, he met Nan Kelly of Dubuque. 
They tvere married in 1882 and had 
two childien. Tho mother and one 
of the children aie dead, Mrs. Comis- 
key dying in Chicago in 1922. 


A son, J. Louis Comiskey, born in 


1885, 
for years has acted as trcasur 


or of his father's team.

fidence. 


This came, principally, board of 


trade opinion holds, from the realiza- 
tion of a. marked change in the ex- 
port situation. 


Some traders believe the curtail- 


ing of Russian offerings, the Inferior 
crop prospects 
of southern hem- 


isphere wheat 
producing nations, 


and the fact there Is no longer a 
Canadian pool from which to buy 
wheat on a hand-to-mouth policy, 
have brought tho world to a sharp 
acknowledgement that it is to North 
America they must turn. Europe, In 
many quarters, Is expected to take 
north American wheat on a much 
larger scale than recently has been 
the rule.
